Chapel 


Groundbreaking  was  held  on  Nov.  1 1,  1997,  for  the  Co-Lin  Chapel 

Project  which  began  as  an  initiative  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

Projected  date  for  completion  of  the  construction  is  mid-October  1998. 

The  chapel  will  have  a  very  positive  impact  on  the  Wesson  Campus. 


Ewing  Fine  Arts 

The  Ewing  Fine  Arts  Renovation  project  was  completed  in 
August  1997.  Among  the  enhancements  to  this  building  was 
accoustical  work  in  the  auditorium  and  a  new  pottery  lab  in 
the  basement  of  Ellzey  Hall.  The  entire  Fine  Arts  building 
received  a  facelift. 


Irrigation  line 

The  project  to  install  9,600  feet  of  water  line  from  a  stream  across 

town  to  the  irrigation  lake  on  the  Wolf  Hollow  Golf  Course  was 

completed  in  May  1998.  This  project  was  paid  for  through  income 

from  the  golf  course  and  will  provide  about  200  gallons  of  water 

per  minute  to  help  keep  the  irrigation  lake  at  the  proper  level 

throughout  the  year.

The  Board  of  Trustees  negotiated  the  sale  of  property 
on  the  golf  course  to  the  Wolf  Hollow  Development 
Corp.  during  the  year,  with  closing  on  Feb.  4,  1998. 
The  development  corporation  has  begun  construction 
on  the  "Milltowne,,  development  with  the  first  nine 
housing  lots  on  the  north  side  of  No.  6  fairway.  Several 
lots  have  already  been  sold.  Work  on  the  interior  lots  is 
expected  to  begin  during  the  next  year.

INTERNET  access  to  the  "World  Wide  Web."  The  infrastructure  has  almost  been 
completed  at  the  Wesson  Campus,  with  the  last  project  under  way  to  be  completed  in  the  fall  of 

1998.  When  complete,  both  campuses  will  have  INTERNET 
access  for  students,  faculty  and  patrons  of  the  college. 

This  technology  will  allow  our  faculty  to  enhance  the 
instructional  process  by  making  new  and  greater  resources 
available  to  them  and  their  students.  It  will  also  allow  our 
students  to  have  access  through  the  library  to  a  "world  of 
information."  And,  Co-Lin  personnel  will  be  able  to 
communicate  with  each  other  and  their  students  faster 
and  more  efficiently.
